Watermains  have  been  completed  to  new  housing  sites  at  Maelog 
Close,  Pontyclun;  Tonteg  Close  Tonteg;  Hill  Drive,  Newtown 
Llantwit;  Manor  Hill,  Miskin.  Also  to  the  extension  of  the 
Council's  Hendref organ  No. 2.  Site  and  School  Street  No. 4 Site. 
Roadworks  and  sewers  were  either  in  progress  or  completed  on 
all  the  afore  mentioned  housing  sites. 

A to tcil  of  57  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  was  received, 
of  which  44  were  approved. 

A total  of  164  routine  emptying  of  cesspits  was  carried  out. 

11.  RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Council  employs  one  full  time  rodent  operator  and  during  the 
year  634  properties  were  treated.  Sewers  were  tested  and  treated 
twice  in  the  manner  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food.  As  in  previous  years,  private  houses  were 
treated  free  of  charge  but  the  cost  of  treating  business  premises 
was  met  by  the  occupiers. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  it  was  decided  to  incorporate  a 
scheme  for  systematic  control  of  rodent  infestation  on  the  Treforest 
Industrial  Estate;  all  the  factories  within  this  council's  district 
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on  this  estate  were  asked  whether  they  would  like  to  join  the  scheme 
at  an  annual  premium  of  £10  per  annum.  This  was  a comprehensive 
fee  and  included  at  least  monthly  visits  by  the  rodent  operator 
when  the  premises  were  inspected  and  if  necessary  baited  with  sub- 
sequent follow  up  undertaken. 

Unfortunately  of  the  39  factories  concerned,  only  11,  for  various 
reasons,  were  able  to  join  the  scheme.  V/hilst  it  would  have  been 
preferable  from  a control  point  of  view  to  have  had  a higher  proportion 
of  factories  joining,  the  scheme  has  worked  well  in  that  a better 
service  is  given  to  the  factories  and  there  has  been  a saving  in  the 
time  spent  by  the  rodent  operator  in  this  part  of  the  district. 

12.  LABORATORY  SERVICES. 

All  laboratory  examinations  necessary  for  the  Public  Health 
Service  are  carried  out  at  the  Cardiff  and  County  Public  Health 
Laboratories.  These  are: 

(a)  Bacteriological  and  Chemical  Examinations  in  relation  to  the 

control  of  Infectious  and  Contageous  Diseases. 

(b)  Bacteriological  and/or  Chemical  examinations  of 

(i)  Milk 

(ii)  Drinking  water 

(iii)  Ice-cream. 

(c)  Any  other  examinations  which  may  be  deemed  necessary  such 
as  examinations  of  foodstuffs  other  than  milk. 

(d)  Examinations  connected  with  atmospheric  pollution  and 

radio-activity  of  rain  water 

13.  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

As  stated  in  my  report  for  I960,  apparatus  was  set  up  at 
three  sites  for  the  measurement  of  atmospheric  pollution. 

Results  for  a complete  year  are  now  available  and  show 
a generally  low  level  of  pollution,  as  might  be  expected  in 
a rural  district.  The  large  seasonal  variation  emphasises 
the  importance  of  the  contribution  made  by  domestic  chimneys 
as,  in  this  district,  the  amount  of  pollution  caused  by  in- 
dustrial sources  must  be  almost  negligable.

17.  WATER  SUPPLY 

The  total  annual  consumption  of  water  in  1961  was  493,321,000 
gallons  compared  with  490,213,000  gallons  in  i960 

During  the  summer  months  difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining 
adequate  supply  of  water  to  the  higher  points  of  the  district,  particularly 
Llantrisant  and  Talygarn  and  as  a result  a small  temporary  storage 
tank  of  60,000  gallons  capacity  was  erected  at  Maendy,  Upper  Church 
Village.  This  has  improved  the  situation  and  will  remain  until  a more 
permanent  improvement  works  can  be  carried  out. 
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A total  of  89  bactiological  examinations  were  taken  at  various 
points  in  the  district  from  the  piped  supply,  with  the  following

There  was  1 new  application  for  the  registration  of  premises 
for  the  sale  of  pre-packed  ice  cream  during  the  year,  and  in  this 
case  the  premises  was  shop,  supplied  with  hot  and  cold  water  etc. 

As  it  was  hygienically  satisfactory  the  premises  was  registered. 
There  are  now  136  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  in 
this  area. 

Although  some  of  the  90  samples  of  ice  cream  taken  for  analysis 
were  made  locally,  the  majority  were  produced  by  the  large  nationally 
known  ice  cream  manufacturers. 

In  general,  samples  in  Grades  I & II,  can  be  regarded  as  satis- 
factory and  the  following  are  the  results  of  analysis:

A total  of  235  samples  were  taken  by  the  County  Public  Health 
Inspectors  in  Llantrisant  and  Llantwit  Fardre  Rural  District  during

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23.  HOUSING 

During  the  year  94  houses  were  repaired  as  a result  of  informal 
action  and  77  as  a result  of  service  of  formal  notices.  There  were 
9 applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  and  6 Certificates  were 
granted. 

24.  CLOSET  CONVERSIONS 


Conversions  have  been  completed  by  installing  flushing  apparatus 
in  15  closets  bringing  the  total  to  22 3 closets  converted  and  for  which 
Council  grants  have  been  given,  in  accordance  with  Section  47  of  the 
Public  Health  Act, 1936,  since  1953  when  the  scheme  was  commenced. 

25.  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  AND  SEWERAGE 


Since  my  last  Annual  Report , work  has  commenced  on  the  extension 
and  modernisation  of  the  Rhiwsaeson  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  This  is 
welcome  not  only  becuuse  of  the  quality  of  the  effluent  from  the  works 
will  now  be  improved,  but  also  it  means  that  the  hosuing  building  pro- 
gramme at  Church  Village  can  now  proceed.  However,  there  is  no  change 
with  regard  to  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Miskin,  except  that  it  has 
become  even  more  overloaded  following  further  building  development  in 
the  area  drained  by  the  works. 

The  need  for  a modern  and  larger  works  at  Miskin  is  now  one  of 
extreme  urgency. 

The  areas  of  Castell  Mwnws,  part  of  Groesfaen,  Upper  Church 
Village,  Willowford,  Mwyndy  and  parts  of  Talygarn  are  still  not 
connected  to  the  mains  sewers  and  their  problem  is  almost  as  urgent  as 
that  of  the  new  wrks  at  Miskin. 

The  following  are  results  of  examination  of  samples  of  sewage 
effluent  taken  by  the  Glamorgan  River  Board  during  the  year  1961. 

The  Surveyor  as  Chief  Officer  in  charge  of  the  sewage  works,  is 
notified  of  unsatisfactory  samples  and  takes  the  appropriate  action.
